Peace after War.. 


A two-fold interest attached to Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain’s speech in Birming- 
ham on Saturday. Its subjects fell under 
two heads which we may summarise, 
broadly, as those of organisation for war 
and organisation for peace. The meeting 
at which he.spoke was the first provincial 
meeting of the recently formed National 
Alliance of Employers and Employed. It 
marked a further stage in the development 
of a movement which, it is hoped, will 
inaugurate a new era in the relations be- 
tween capital and labour ; and it provided 
the occasion for Mr. Chamberlain’s first 
public utterance since his appointment as 
Director-General of National Service. The 
two interests in a sense overlapped, since 
his striking address in extending a civic 
welcome to delegates attending the Bir- 
mingham meeting of the Trade Union Con- 
gress last year was not without its influence 
in. the formation of the new Alliance. 
He had not much to add (to 
our knowledge of the *Government’s 
plans for the organisation of the nation 
for war; but he defined its purpose with 
singular clarity.

The rescript of thé Tsar which we print 
to-day shows that Russia, who has to solve 
her own peculiar problems of transport 
i and supply, is taking parallel steps with 
Great Britain in organising her economic 
life. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s task of organisation 
for war is less complex than the task 
which must follow its completion—the task 
of organisation for peace. In that task de- 
mobilisation, upon which Mr. Hodge, the 
new Minister of Labour, is drawing up a 
far-reaching scheme, is the first, but only 
the first, problem. In

cheerful faith in unbounded possibilities 
of early and complete recovery from the 
war's devastating effects, “if only capital 
and labour could pull together.”

‘| are to be removed, as they have been re- 
| moved by the war, which lead it to regard 


high production as its enemy, labour must 
be given a common interest in production. 


| Another fact which has emerged from our 


war experience—an immense fact——is that 
the hitherto unrecognised third party, 


or the consumer, has come into its own 
now as the predominant partner in society. 
We are not sure that this predominant 
partner is prepared to surrender the posi- 
tion which it has won, or to trust the 
guarantee which it has possessed during 
the war against the hostilities of employers 
and employed to a combination of them 
which it might conceivably find, in the 
long run, even more dangerous. In the 
rude school of war we have evolved a 
different vision of the life of men in com- 
munity, a different conception of the State. 
To-day it is ourselves, the community as a 
whole, for whom everybody is working— 
working under the sanction of the State, 
with only one purpose ultimately m view, 
the best interests of the nation. It is 
impossible that these new conditions 
should pass away with the war. We are 
tending towards a conception of the State 
as a co-operative concern, resting not upon 
a dual alliance of capital and labour, but 
upon a triple alliance of capital, labour, 
and the consumer, with the State, repre- 
senting the consumer, as the balancing, if 
not the governing, factor in our new in- 
dustrial society.

The London Explosion. 


The public has not yet—and, perhaps, 
will not have at all—the information 
which would: enable it to judge whether 
the damage done in a munitions factory 
in the East of London by Friday night's 
explosion was in itself greater than that 
done by any previous accident in a muni- 
tions factory—by the explosion, 
example, in a factory in the same county, 
Kent, last year. It is not any special 
effect of the accident on the supply of 
munitions, nor even the personal know- 
ledge of the fact of the ‘explosion by 
London’s millions, that has given such 
prominence to the occurrence on Friday. 
The particular difference between this 
and other accidents of the kind is that it 
occurred in a district congested with other 
industrial establishments, with a crowded 
population, and with all the elaborgte 
organisation connected with urban life and 


industrial activity. The factorywas so 
situated that an explosion there could 
‘not but be the cause of a series of 
secondary occurrences, any one of which 
would have been sufficiently grave in 
itself. In reading the narratives of the 
terrible destruction of life, limb, and pro- 
perty which occurred on this occasion, it 


is important to bear in mind that the ex- 
plosives factory was the centre, not the 
whole, of it. The explosion was the con- 
sequence of a fire which started about 
seven. o'clock at a factory em- 
ployed on the refining of explosives. 
Some persons who saw the fire realised 
what thé consequence might be, and the 
work-people engaged at the factory were 
quickly advised to seek safety. There 
was, in fact, time for many of them to 
escape from. the factory., The chief 
chemist and, doubtless, others of the staff, 
went to the seat of the fire and en- 
deavoured to stay the evil. Therfire was, 
however, beyond their control, and, after 
a few minutes, it started the series of 
explosions, which, ranning through the 
whole of the explosive material in the 
factory, were so violent and rapid as to 
form one tremendous shock. The factory 
was completely destroyed. The shock of the 
explosion and the impact and heat of the 
scattered remnants killed many persons 
in the neighbourhood, caused fires and 
other destruction which involved further 
victims and wrecked much important pro- 
perty, and broke down the organisation of 
the district’ in respect of illumination and 
communications. Even the much-needed 
resources of aid against the forces of de- 
struction were subject to them, for a fire 
engine which had reached the scene before

I include not merely guns and ammunition, but 
also clothing and equipment for the Army, thé 
food which is ngcessary to enable us to maintain 
our strength, the coal without which the indus- 
tries cannot be carried on, and the ships which 
are to bring us our raw material. : And, thirdly, 
there is money, which is being so patriotically 
subscribed on all hands to the great War Loan 
which is now in operation—(applause)—and with 
that must be considered the foreign exchange, 
to maintain which we must keep up, as far as it 
is possible for us to do, our exports to foreign 
countries. Now, it is a colossal task to organise 
a whole nation so that those three essentials 
may be. produced to the fullest possible extent:

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HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE. 


DESTRUCTION OF 
PROPERTY. 
[OFFICIAL.] 

The following statement was communicated to 
the Press by the Minister of Munitions on 
Saturday night :— 

About 7 o’clock last night, a fire started at a 
factory in the East of London near the 
river, which was employed on refining ex- 
plosives, Fortunately, a few minutes 
elapsed after the commencement of the 
fire before the explosion occurred, during 
which interval many of the operatives 

were able to escape from the factory. The 
explosion appears to have involved practi. 
cally all the explosives in the factory, 
which was itself completely destroyed, 

Fires were caused in neighbouring warehouses 
and factories, one of the largest of which 
was an important flour mill, The effects 
of the explosion were féit for a great us: 
tance; three rows of small houses in the 
immediate neighbourhood were practically 
demolished, and considerable damage was 
occasioned to other property.

They have still less rela- 
tion to the numbers conjured up by excited 
imaginations at the first news of the disaster, 
which made itself seen, heard, and felt through- 
out the vast expanse of London, and for many 
miles beyond, in such sort that the hearts of 
men and women stood still in fearful apprehen- 
sion of some catastrophe dwarfing all the horrors 
of the past thirty months. How far it was 
from doing that must hava been generally per- 
ceived by this time. The torpedo that sank the 
Lusitania was more fatal to innocent life, It 
may possibly prove that those killed and gravely 
injured were fewer than the casualties indicted 
by the enemy’s brief shelling of the Yorkshire 
coast a year ago. Considered as war damage, 
indeed, the destruction of all kinds like that 
effected by the airship raids, makes but a small 
detraction from that blessed immunity from 
direct harm which has been enjoyed by this 
country throughout the war, and which our 
enemies in impotent fury have vainly done their 
utmost to destroy. But the hearts of us all go 
out to every sufferer through: this catastrophe, 
with the fervent prayer that this may be the 
last of the additions made by mischance at 
home to the ever-growing roll of those dead or 
maimed in their country’s service. 


THE COUNTRY AND THE 
SCHEME. 


The South Westmeath Farmers’ Association 
at a meeting in Athlone on Saturday passed re- 
solutions that the 10 per cent tillage area was 
unduly hard on those who had tilled land, and 
especially on those who broke up land two 
years ago at the request of the Department of 
Agriculture; that the guaranteed prices should 
be for three years at least; that the proposed 
price for potatoes was too low and should be 
#8 a ton; that the Department should provide 
up-to-date machinery for tarmers, and that an 
expert Lrish -agricuttur'<; should be placed in 
charge of the compulsory tillage scheme.’ 

Lhe Athlone Urvan Council have decided on 
a scheme of 40 allotments. The ploughed plota 
will be given at £1 a year for tour years. 

The ‘trim Rural Council have passed resolu. 
tions calling upon owners of ranch or un- 
tenanted lands to cultivate at least 20 cent 
of them, or that an eqttivalent portion of the 
lands should be given for tillage to the local 
Councils, prot sting against the universal ap- 
plication of the 10 per cent scheme, and asking 
the Government to fix a standard price for corn 
produce for at least three years, 

At a public meeting held in Wexford yester- 
day under the auspices of the Wexford Food 
Consumers’ League—Mr. T. Ressitter, T.C., pre- 
siding—resolutions were passed calling .on the 
Government to fix tae price of home-grown 
foodstuffs on 4 basis of the cost of production, 
allowing the producer a reasonable profit ; and 
as the present prohititive price of foodstuffs 
rendered it impossible for numbers of people ta 
obtain sufficient food, consumers were urged to 
combine and refuse to pay exorbitant prices ; 
asking the Corporation to enforce bye-laws to 
prevent the presents system of fdrestallidg ‘at 
markets, which resulted in no supplies being on 
sale at the markets; urging the Government to 
pie pee local public bedies to establish milk 
and coal depóts in towns; requesting consumers 
to demand their supplies of bread by weight, 
and expressing the opinion that the Govern- 
ment should fe a standard loaf at a standard 
price for Ireland. 

The Bray A'lotments Committee held another 
ballot tor win on Saturday, when 19 were alo- 
cated at Florence road and 41 on Meath road. 
Mr. J. W. Reigh, J.P., presided. The Com- 
mittee have acquired about 14 acres, which will 
provide about 180 plots. The number now given 
out totals 155, and work has been started “in 
the majority of them. 

The Trim Rural Council have asked the Local 
Government Board to establish rural milk 
stations, and so increase the supply of milk.

SHOCK IN SOUTH SUBURBS. 

Co ndents communicating with the Press 
Associat m indicate the widespread area in 
which the effect of the explosion was felt. Big 
plate glass windows were blown out at Brixton, 
along Newington Butts, around the Elephant 
and Castle, at Brixton, Brockley, Deptford, 
Greenwich—practically over all the greater part 
of South-East, South, and South-West London. 

At Lewisham and Catford the shock was felt 
with extreme severity. The electric light went 
put for twelve minutes, and, though cinemas and 
houses of entertainment were filling up, there 
was no panic. Only one explosion was heard. 

The whole of this area looked as though it 
had been subjected to bombardment by a 
mighty fleet of Zeppelins. Even two hours 
after the osioh women were rushing about 
veeking lost ¢hildren and husbands anxiously 
asking for wives and other women relatives. 


A MOTHER’S ANGUISH. 

Many people were seriously injured by falling 
masonry and roofing, and in one instance an 
elderly woman was removed to hospital with a 
fractured leg, caused by a heavy article of 
furniture having fallen upon her. Her distress 
was great, her son being employed at the 
chemical works. 

In the house next door to her’s the tenant 
informed a Press representative that the roof 
fell in and smashed through into a bedroom in 
which an infant child was asleep. A beam lay 
actually suspended across the bed when the 
child was rescued from its perilous position. 
Until the Salvage Corps get properly to work it 
will not be known how many persons have been 
buried in the fallen houses. 

As a representative arrived on the 
scene a woman rushed after him and asked: 
“ For God's sake, get some one to help me 
fetch my child.” There had not then been time 
for the ambulance men even to commence a 
search of ruined houses, and the poor woman 
had been struggling in vain to get articles 
of furniture—smashed beyond recognition—and 
heavy woodwork and masonry removed. She 
said she was certain that her child was under- 
meath this mass of deéhris. She had, it 
qprenred. gone out to the street at the time 

the explosion, and the child was left in a 
bed in the basement. Several men went in to 
assist in the search, but failed to find the 
child, although what was thoucht to be a bit 
of the bed railing was eventually brought out. 

HOSTELS FOR LOST CHILDREN. 

A temporary hostel was made of a house 
which was not completely wrecked, and here 
was to be seen the pathetic spectacle of those 
who had been rushed off to hospital to have 
their imjuries dressed. Most of them could 
not tell their names, but they were comfort- 
ably housed for the night. 

any children, who, in the confusion of the 
first few minutes after tho explosion, were 
picked up by policemen and firemen and hurried 
out of harm’s way, were accommodated at 
another building and here anxious parents 
were directed to call for their missing children. 
Many found them—others did not. 


RUNNING TOWAROS THE EXPLOSION. 


Interviews with people who were in close 
pe eerey: to the destroyed works invariably 

rought forth the same story. They had been 
attracted by the fire, and had only got a few 
yards in the direction of the blaze when the 
explosion occurred. They were lifted right off 
their feet. The flash of the explosion was 
blinding, and the noise of breaking glass and 
rending timber was terrific. One informant was 
rendered insensible for ten minutes, and re- 
ceived first aid from a policeman. 

A sailor who was just coming out of a public- 
house at the time said that, on making to 
open the door, he saw a great light, the sky 
was vividly illuminated, and instantaneously 
the door was burst open, windows blown oui, 
and every glass utensil in the bar smashed. 
There was great confusion outside, and no one 
seemed to know what was: amiss. 

In spite of the magnitude of the disaster, 
there seems to have been no great panic, but 
the anxiety of those who had relatives in or 
near the works was heartrending. 


DAMAGE IN SOUTH-EAST LONDON. 

Another Press representative says that at 
the moment of the catastrophe hundreds of 
people were hastening home from work, and 
trams were full. The shock knocked over large 
numbers of people, and even the tranis and 
other vehicles were lifted from the ground. 
Searcely a house or shop m some roads escaped 
damage. Windows were Wlown in and wood- 
work torn away, and there were many narrow 
escapes on the part of inmates. People were 
cut by the flying glass, which was smashed 
to small fragments, and the worst cases were 
taken to doctors and to the nearest hospitals 
for temporary treatment. The night was very 
dark, and there was considerable alarm, but the 
people displayed wonderful self-control, and 
very 8002 were discussing with comparative 
calm the probable causes of the trouble. 


The trams proceeded on their way, but a | 


great many people alighied and stood at anv 
point of vantage to get a beiter view of the 
outbeeak. 

In this they were well rewarded. While over 
the river the fires burnt furiously against a 
dense black background, behind these onlookers 
was the rising ground of the Common, which 
stood out a wonderfully impressive sight. 
As tho evening advanced the crowds increased. 
the fires grew fiercer, and at midnight the 
ships in the docks and on the river itseif could 
be seen moving about, looking strangely gaunt 
and uncanny, as if enveloped in flames. 

It is feared that loss of life must have 
occurred on the Kentish side of the Thames, 
but wntil the full facts are known ficures 
would only be conjectural. Scores of work- 
men were employed to secure as much safety 
as possible-from dangerous-looking broken glass 
and cornices, and in boarding up gaping win- 
dows. The remarkable thing which etruck an 
observer was the complete absence of a sense 
of terror, even amidst the ruins, on the part 
of the people, who, long before there seemed 
any likelihood of the fires burning themselves 
out, went away home to bed. 


“A NIGHT OF TERROR.” 

At midnight fierce tongues of flame still leapt 
atid darted over the devastated area with relent- 
leas fury, lighting up the @eavens with their 
ruddy glow, and rendering the whole neighbour- 
hood as bright as if illumined by the summer 
moon. From the factory in which the fire 
started, to the mills and granaries which sub- 
sequently became involved, portions of burning 
débris earried the ¢eonflagration to a range of 
sheds, which speedily beeame a seething fur- 
nace. Powerful deliveries of water were brought 
to bear upon the blaze with but little effect, 
and, as roof after roof collapsed with terrific 
crashes, the flames rose higher and higher in 
ever expanding fountains of fire. It was a 
veritable “night of terror,” as an observer of 
the scene gd remarked. 

Bilhouetted against the sky, the masts of the 
shipping stood out in fascinating clearness, and 
the whole scene was one of awful grandeur. 
Strangely nour the craft escaped the 
ravages of the flames, and the efforts of the 
firemen were mainly directed towards prevent- 
img the trouble spreading to the neighbouri 
oil wharves. This necessitated the exercise ‘of 
the greatest skill on the part of the Brigade, 
who, from perilous itions, manipulated the 
hose in a manner Which evoked the unconcealed 
admiration of onlookers. 

Large crowds watched the progress of the 
fire throughout the damp and voy night, but 
strong cordons of police, assisted by the mili- 
tary, spectators at a safe distance, all ap-

FLYING WHITE-HOT GIRDERS. 

Immense steel girders, raised to white heat 
and hurled in various directions. by the force 
of the explosion, fell on adjoining premises with 
disastrous results, increasing the anxieties of 
the firemen. Many of the surrounding inhabi- 
tants lost their lives without the opportunity 
of escape, and hundreds of women and children 
were rescued by Red Cross workers and con- 
veyed to various hospitals for treatment. 

At a hospital—the nearest to the scene of 
the disaster—the majority of cas>s were removed 
to other institutions after receiving first aid, but 
a dozen or more persons who were detained suc- 
cumbed to their injuries. Pathetic seenes were 
witnessed throughout the day, as anxious in- 
quiries were made as to missing relatives. 
Women burst into tears, and were led away 
by kindly attendants, on le:rning the melan- 
choly news that death had robbed them. of 
their breadwinners. 


HOSPITAL’S REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 

It is a remarkable circumstance that, 
although nearly all the front windows of the 
hospital were blown in, and ceilings were 
brought down by the explosion, the regular 
inmates and nursing staff escaped injury. 

A terrace of houses opposite suffered badly, 
and carpenters were busily engaged shoring up 
the premises. 

A railway hotel had to undergo similar pro- 
tection, and this Was a common experience with 
shops in the viciuity. 

Bo large was the number of casualties caused 
by falling glass and masonry that the local 
Conservative Club, a number of schools, and 
even chapels were thrown open for first aid 
treatment, to relieve the congestion at the hos- 
pitals. Persons who were rendered homeless by 
the destruction of their houses received hos- 
Fair from neighbours, and in countless ways 

indly, practical sympathy was freely extended 
to the distressed and afflicted. 

Only when broad day came could the full ex- 
tent of the damage in the devastated area be 
seen. Two of the factories were still burning 
furiously, and the volumes of dense black smoke 
which poured from the #@iins hid them from 
view, save at intervals Sen the wind blew 
aside the veil. 

‘ihe ruined dwelling-houses present a pitiful 
sight. Most of them are a mass of broken 
masonry, the only parts of the buildings which 
remain standing being the énd wails. The force 
of the explosion alone appears to have been 
responsible for the total coilapse of these houses, 
for they are undamaged by fire. Among the 
piles of bricks and slates he broken furniture, 
ornaments, and many cherished odds and ends, 
and on the few walls which still stand hang 
broken pictures, mirrors, and the like. Many 
bedies have been removed from these houses, 
and it is considered certain that when an ex- 
haustive search is possible others will be found 
under the wreckage. Coffins and stretchers were 
to hand in case of other bodies being recovered. 

A comparatively new fire station, though very 
badly shattered, was not a total ruin. The 
tower remained standing after the explosion, but 
- yar to be in a very precarious state. 
Through breaches in the side of the building 
could be seen the battered remains of the fire 
brigade’s apparatus. 

SHIP STRUCK BY FLYING METAL. 

The flour mills are said to have been fired by 
pieces of burning wood which flew through the 
air after the explosion. A large mae, snl ol 
fragments were thrown in this direction, as the 
state of the ground testifies, and a ship lying 
in the dock was struck by a piece of metal 
which dented its side. 

On Saturday only traces of the by-streets in 
the neighbourhood remained. The neighbourin 
ground is littered with bricks from the dentregnd 
buildings, and with a large quantity of wood 
from the palings which bordered the railway 
line. Several loaded trucks which stood on the 
line are little damaged, and they appear to 
have acted as a sort of barrier to the force of 
the explosion, for the wooden fence behind 
them, although broken, is by no means totally 


destroyed. 
WIRES TORN DOWN. 

Everywhere the telephone and telegraph wires 
lie in a tangled mass on the und, and the 
poles recline at dangerous angles. Cordons of 
police blocked every appreach to the scenes of 
the explosion, and the public were excludédé. 
Nevertheless, a large number of people arrived 
from ail parts of London by every train. The 
majority of them saw very little of the worse 
effects of the disaster, md satiated their 
curiosity by gazing at the lesser wreckage in the 
neighbourhood. Those who needed to use a 
telephone had difficulty in finding one that was 
in working order. ‘hroughout the morning 
firemen were hard at work on the still blazing 
remains of the factories, 

GAS WORKS INTACT. 

Many stories were afloat on Friday evening to 
been blown 
up, but a Press Association representative who 
visited the works shortly after nine o'clock 
found that very littl damage had been done, 


except for the loss of some thousands of cubic 
| feet of gas and the breaking of many windows. 


There was no explosion at the gas works in 
the real sense of the word. What really hap- 
pened was that the depression caused by the 
terrific explosion of the munition works seemed 
lo have forced some gas frow one of the gaso- 


i heters. 


The other gasometers in the immediate 
vicinity were untouched, although the escapin 
gas from the damaged holder became ignited 
through the heat of the flames from the burning 
factory. Beyond this the gas works sustained 
little damage, and the only casualty reported 
was a workman cut about the head by falling 
glass, He was immediately taken to the hos- 


| pital, and after being treated was sent home. 


Officials from the chief depdt of the gas com- 
pany hurried to the scene in motor cars to 


| examine the extent of the damage, but théy 


were quickly assured that the trouble was not so 


_bad as had been anticipated, and that work had

Many rumours were prevalent in the district 
as to the fate of the gas works, and numbers of 
wives and relatives of the men at work there 
hurried to the spot to make anxious inquiries as

THE FUTURE LIFE.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN 
| SERMON. i 

The Archbishop of Dublin, as, Prebendary o 
Cualaun, yesterday presided at Evensong in the 
National Cathedral of St. Patrick. His Grace: 
text was—" His servants shall serve Him, and 
they shall see His face,” Revelation, xxvil., < 
He said that when, in days of peace, an oiG 
man passeth away full of years, of faith, and oi 
honour, his life work finished, his sons anc 
daughters already doing their work, there wa 
no pain other than the sorrow inevitable upor 
a bereavement. The man was at rest, his work 
done. But the deaths that were in all ou 
thoughts from day to day, and from week u 
week, were the deaths of the young and th: 
strong. It was not enough to say of those 
that they were at rest, although it was true 
For boys did not want to rest; they had wanted 
to do some more work in the world. Ch 
promise of youth, often splendid, had. not com: 
to fruition, or so it seemed; and we needed some 
other words than those which were of peac 
and rést to express our hope and our assurance 
about them. Certainly, about the future lif 
we knew much less than we should like t: 
know. We should know nothing at all were it 
not. for the wonderful revelation of life in 
Christ, which was sure and certain. What did 
it teach us? First, that they who 
were gone would continue the same: 
the same though  transfigured. is 
I, Myself,” the Lord had saith on Hi: 
resurrection. When we tried to put into words 
what such transfiguration meant, we had litt! 
to go upon, except the words of St. John. At 
least, all that was accidental or superficial would 
have passed away. All that were to remain 
were the essential things, the things which 
made a man what he was. And what were 
those essential qualities that determined char- 
acter? St. Paul told us Faith, Hope, Love; and 
these lasteth; they were unlike the lesser gifts. 
It was in proportion as a man had these that 
he lived nobly while he was among us. It was 
in proportion as we fixed our thoughts on 
these that we could best realise the continued 
life. He would take them separately. Faith, 
St. Paul said, abided. It might be the simple 
faith of the child, or the deliberate venture 
of the scholar who lifted his eyes to the, heavens 
and found the light too dazzling. And so with 
Hope.. In that country of surprises, existence 
would not be passionless, immutable. “ Abandon 
hope all ye that enter here” had not been 
written over the gates of heaven, but over the 
vates of bell. And so if a question were asked 
—-“ Shall they know us again?” there could be 
no doubt: for love was a large part of them 
that would not pass. In the great cemetery of 
Pere la Chaise, near Paris, there was a tomb- 
stone upon which were only three words, but 
they expressed that great hope: LPxrspectantes 
suos Quiescunt; and that was a part of the great 
revelation. Of how many was it true that al! 
they had loved and cared had led up to one 
sharp trial, and then the end. Was that the 
end? Nay, a higher service waited for them 
beyond: “ The best is still to be, the last of life 
for which the first was made.” And some 
would say was it thus that we were to think of 
death? Could we say that all those who had 
been hurried into the unseen had been ready 
for the great change, and had been absolved 
by their own blood ? He would not say so; 
That was not the Christian faith. But neither 
was it part of the Christian faith to limit the 
mercifulness of the Divirf® compassion by 
our narrow vision. There was a won- 
derful saying which the early Church had 
ascribed to our Lord: “In whatsoever things 
I find you, in those also will I judge you.” That 
was a very profound idea. Who could say what 
the last movements of thé soul towards God had 
been in that tremendous moment? Who would 
not dare ta-say that the soul was not still 
within the range of the awful blessed compas- 
gion of Christ Himself even as it went before 
Christ the Judge? It had been said that the 
epitaph on every tombstone might be this; 
“Here endeth the First Lesson”—the first lesson 
only; the second was still to come. He was 
sure that people could not, if they tried to, 
keep out of their thoughts, out of 
their minds, and out of their speech, those who 
had left them: They were nearer than people 
knew. The Church Militant and the Church 
Expectant were one. In the commission of 
the Church's greatest act of worship they were 
taught that that was so. 
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it facilitated-the work of the rescuers, added to 
the uncanny aspect. : 
Another man stated that dead bodies were 
lying in the streets. 
The Salvation Army havo rendered invalu- 
able assistance, and Salvationisie have been 
ceaselessly at work since Friday evening. Large 
crowds Ea ró the district yesterday, but 
found the approaches to the devastated area 
barred by iers. Examination of the 
débris continued throughout the day, and a 
number of bodies was recovered, Even yester- 
day afternoon children were crying piteously 
for their missing parents.

Captain Ó. C, Ward.—Captain Otho Charles 
Ward, Indian Army, second son of the 
late Major Espine ©, R. Ward, R.A.M.C., 
and of Mrs. Ward, Belmont, Castleconnell, and 
grandson of the late Rev. Charles Ward, Rector 
of Kilmurry, near Limerick, was killed in action 
on the llth inst.

REBELS COMPLETELY DEFEATED 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAM) 
ROME, Svuwnpar. 

A communiqué issued to-day by the Colonial 
Ministry, says :— 

The column of General Latini, who was sent 
in pursuit of the enemy fleeing towards the 
south, after his defeat on the 16th, came up 
with him on the 17th inst., at Agilah, where he 
had prepared to offer a desperate resistance. 
In spite of a severe sandstorm, which rendered 
action difficult, a fierce battle was joined, which 
lasted from mid-day to 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The enemy was completely defeated, and fled 
towards the south. General Latini, having 
achieved the object assigned him by the Gover- 
nor of Tripoli, which was to defeat the rebels 
threatening Zuara, and to inflict serious losses 
on them, returned to Zuara with his column, 
According to latest information, during the 
engagement the rebele on the 16th lost 700 
killed and 1,000 wounded, and on the 17th 
their casualties were 120 killed, and about 300 
wounded. Our losses were slight. The moral 
of our troops was excellent throughout.
